Although a considerable number of 
varieties were ordered in 1926 only 20 
lots were actually received.

er the smaller number of orders filled 
was due to a desire on the part of 
seedsmen to avoid having their offer­ 
ings studied by department officials, 
or whether, as claimed, they were ac­ 
tually sold out is Impossible to deter­ 
mine. The outstanding fact Is that 
less than 25 per cent of those fur- 
nished were correctly named. 
Dangerous Point. 
The danger involved in the use of 
Incorrectly named seed potatoes lies in 
the possibility of having a late variety 
substituted for an early one. thereby 
delaying the market maturity of the 
crop beyond the normal marketing pe­ 
riod. 
In the absence of effective leg­ 
islative measures for the control of 
the abuses mentioned, the only protec­ 
tion afforded the purchasers of small 
quantities of seed potatoes Is to buy 
certified seed potatoes whenever they 
are available. 
A more wholesome respect on the 
part of retail seed potato dealers for 
the correct naming of varieties is 
highly desirable 
and can only be 
brought about through an insistent de­ 
mand on the part of the purchasing 
public for the handling of only stand­ 
ard commercial varieties.

Alongside the extensive measures 
taken by the co-operative veterinary 
forces to eradicate tuberculosis from 
cattle, the problem of eradicating the 
disease from swine and fowls has re­ 
ceived close attention, according to a 
report recently Issued by the bureau 
of animal Industry, United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture. 
A keen interest has been shown In 
the eradication of the disease from 
swine on account of the premium be­ 
ing paid by a number of packers for 
swine from any modified accredited 
area; that is, a circumscribed area eth­ 
ically recognized as free from tuber­ 
culosis. Reports from many of the 
modified accredited areas Indicate that 
swine owners have realized substantial 
sums in this way. 
Investigations regarding the source 
of infection of tuberculosis in swine 
were conducted wirh a view of deter­ 
mining to what extent such Infection 
might be traced to tuberculosis fowls. 
The question of fowl tuberculosis also 
continues to be an important phase of 
the tuberculosis-eradicotion problem. 
A survey begun In 1925 and continued 
during the last fiscal year covered the 
inspection of about 14,000.000 fowls 
in 40 states. 
Approximately 10,000 of 
these flocks were found to be infected 
with tuberculosis. These inspections 
were made in the co u rse of the routine 
testing of cattle by regularly employed 
veterinary inspectors. • 


Comparative Net Value of 
Alfalfa Hay and Meal 
The institute of animal nutrition at 
Pennsylvania State college conducted 
some experiments to determine the 
comparative net energy values of al­ 
falfa hay anil alfalfa meal. 
It was found that the net energy 
value of alfalfa bay of excellent qual­ 
ity when coarsely cut In a silage cut­ 
ter is essentially the same as when 
finely ground into meal. 
The net energy of any feed is de­ 
fined by Henry and Morrison as the 
amount of energy left after deducting 
from the available energy the losses 
of energy in mastication, digestion, 
and assimilation of the feed. 
The net energy of a feed Is that 
used to maintain the body, not Includ­ 
ing requirements of digestion, follow­ 
ing which if there be a surplus it 
may be used for growth, fat. milk, 
or wool or in performance of external 
work.

Chic One-Piece Frock 
Slender and Straight 
The increasing vogue of one-piece 
frocks centers attention upon certain 
details that give them a distinctly dif­ 
ferent aspect from the tubelike dresses 
of several seasons ago. 
While they 
are slender and straight in line they 
achieve an effect of movement and 
grace by the use of plaits, sometimes 
stitched part way down, often pressed 
Into place but left free. 
Another detail that does away with 
any tendency toward monotony is the 
yoke, which sometimes appears only 
hi the back and again may ho seen ex­ 
tending far down on the front of the 
frock. This pointed effect, w’hen com­ 
bined with a buteau neckline, gives a 
new line that is distinctly different. 
A frock of this type is ideal and 
may be worn ail through the spring. 
The original is made of crepe satin in 
the new pinkish beige tone. 
The yoke 
is tucked Just below the shoulders, 
while the frock itself is laid in small 
box plaits held In place with a belt. 
A flower of the same material is posed 
on the shoulder. 


Cabbage maggot flies may be 
kept from depositing their

The flies emerge in great num­ 
bers late in April and throughout 
May. 
In a few* days they begin 
to deposit eggs in the soil at the 
base of the plants. 
Less than a 
week is required for the eggs to 
hatch into maggots which 
feed 
upon the roots. 
Unless they are 
destroyed 
before 
the 
maggots 
establish themselves in the plant 
roots, nothing can 
be 
done 
to 
prevent injury. 
The control recommended by 
Mr. Oui is a solution of I ounce 
of corrosive sublimate in IO gal­ 
lons of water. 
This is applied to 
the stem of the plant 
and 
soil 
around the base in 
half 
teacup 
quantities to kill the 
eggs 
and 
very young maggots. 
The applications are 
made a t : 
weekly intervals, beginning not 
later than 5 days after the plants 
are set. 
The 
ap p lication s may 
be made with a sprinkling can or 
small sprayer, but these must be 
;cleaned immediately after being 
used to prevent injury from the 
notion of the corrosive sublimate 
on the metal. The solution should 
not be stored in metal containers 
as its reaction not 
only 
injures 
the metal but renders 
the solu­ 
tion worthless as an insecticide, j 
Tar paper disks 
about 
three | 
inches in diameter 
with 
a slit I 
from the margin to a hole in the 
center 
may be 
fitted 
on 
the 
plants as they are set and allow­ 
ed to remain throughout the sea­ 
son. 
The hole should fit the stem 
snugly and the disk 
lie 
flat 
on 
the ground. 
These disks may he 
made from single-plv tar 
paper 
or they may be purchased from 
insecticide or seed houses.

Seed Potatoes 
Not Always True 


Incorrect Naming of Varie­ 
ties Too Frequent to 
Be Accidental. 


(Prepared 
by 
the 
United 
States 
Depart­ 
m ent of Agriculture.) 
As a result of several years’ tests 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture of the seed potato offer­ 
ings of a considerable number of firms, 
it has been found that the incorrect 
naming of potato varieties is far too 
frequent to be entirely accidental. 
Out of 99 lots of named varieties 
purchased from 45 seedsmen in 1925, 
26 were found to be incorrectly named. 
The most flagrant example of misnam­ 
ing, or the substitution of one variety 
for another, was that of a firm from 
whom three named varieties were or­ 
dered. 
When the three lots were re­ 
ceived it was found that the Spaul­ 
ding Rose or Rose No. 4 had been 
substituted for all three varieties. 
In 
other words, the seedsman had filled 
the order out of a seed bin containing 
a variety not called for In the order. 
Few Correctly Named. 
Although a considerable number of 
varieties were ordered In 192C only 20 
lots were actually received. 
Of this 
number only five proved to be of the 
variety specified In the order. 
Wheth­ 
er the smaller number of orders filled 
was due to a desire on the part of 
seedsmen to avoid having their offer­ 
ings studied by department officials. 
or whether, as claimed, they were ac­ 
tually sold out is impossible to deter­ 
mine. 
The outstanding fact is that 
less than 25 per cent of those fur­ 
nished were correctly named. 
Dangerous Point. 
The danger involved in the use of 
Incorrectly named seed potatoes lies in 
the possibility of having a late variety 
substituted for an early one, thereby 
delaying the market maturity of the 
crop beyond the normal marketing pe­ 
riod. 
In the absence of effective leg­ 
islative measures for the control of 
the abuses mentioned, the only protec­ 
tion afforded the purchasers of small 
quantities of seed potatoes Is to buy 
certified seed potatoes whenever they 
are available. 
A more wholesome respect on the 
part of retail seed potato dealers for 
the correct naming of varieties 
is 
highly desirable 
and 
can only 
he 
brought about through an insistent de­ 
mand on the part of the purchasing 
public for the handling of only stand­ 
ard commercial varieties. 


Mignonette Is Favored 
as Surest Lettuce Head 
To produce lettuces that form good 
heads (a real vegetable gardening ac­ 
complishment) try the little Mignon­ 
ette. a variety that many gardeners 
find will head when they have no 
luck with anything else.

Amounts of seed varying from six 
pounds to sixteen pounds have been 
recommended, but most people sow 
from eight to twelve pounds.

Swine and Fowl TB 
Receives Attention 


Keen Interest Is Shown in 
Eradication of Disease. 


(Prepared

United 
States 
Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 
Alongside tin* extensive measures 
taken by the co-operative veterinary 
forces to eradicate tuberculosis from 
cattle, the problem of eradicating the 
disease from swine and fowls has re­ 
ceived close attention, according to a 
report recently Issued by the bureau 
of animal Industry, United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture, 
A keen Interest has been shown In 
the eradication of the disease from 
swine on account of the premium be­ 
ing paid by a number of packers for 
swine from any modified accredited 
a re a ; that Is, a circumscribed area eth­ 
ically recognized as free from tuber­ 
culosis. 
Reports from many of the 
modified accredited areas indicate that 
swine owners have realized substantial 
sums In this way. 
Investigations regarding the source 
of infection of tuberculosis in swine 
were conducted with a view of deter­ 
mining to what extent such infection 
might be traced to tuberculosis fowls. 
The question of fowl tuberculosis also 
continues to be an Important phase of 
the tuberculosi8-eradIcation problem. 
A survey begun In 1925 and continued 
during the last fiscal year covered the 
inspection of about 14.000,000 fowls 
in 40 states. 
Approximately 10,000 of 
these flocks were found to be Infected 
with tuberculosis. 
These Inspections 
were made in the course of the routine 
testing of cattle by regularly employed 
veterinary inspectors. *

FOR FLOOD SUFFERERS CARE 
THE ORGANIZATION DECLARES 


Devastation of South Central 
Louisiana Now Feared— 
Should the Levees Give 
Way the Flood Would Be 
Released Over Seven Par­ 
ishes To the South, Cov­ 
ering Four Million Acres, 
and Endangering the Lives 
of 250,000 People. 


Devastation of south central Louisi 
ana by the flood was r e r ’ded as im­ 
minent Sunday night b; federal anti 
state agents. 
A rescue fleet and supplies for this 
district 
are 
being 
concentrated 
against a probable break in the levees 
of the Bayou des Glaises that is bear­ 
ing the greater part of the pressure 
from the Mississippi river flood and 
backwaters of the great lake to the 
north. 
Should 
these 
embankments 
give 
way, the flood will be released over 
seven parishes to the south, contain­ 
ing 
approximately 
4,000,000 
acres 
and 250,000 inhabitants. In this sec­ 
tion is located the Louisiana 
sugar 
bowl” where virtually all of the do­ 
mestic cane is grown. 
A steady battle on this flood front 
has been carried 
on for 
almost a 
month in the 
hope that 
the dykes 
might be held, but with th* tide ris­ 
ing with unprecedented rapidity this 
hope virtually has been abandoned. 
The fight still is being carried on 
however, with tho engineers concen­ 
trating all available forces at danger 
points that are developing along a 
stretch of more than 30 miles. 
A break there will divert a large 
part of the flood water from the Mis­ 
sissippi to the Atchafalaya ba.^in and 
materially relieve the situation south 
of the main stream from the mouth of 
the old river north of Baton Rouge to 
New Orelans, it is said, 
On this front 
of more 
than 250 
miles 
the 
Mississippi embankments 
still are holding. 
The levees were inspected Sunday 
by Secretaries Herbert C. Hoover and 
Dwight F. Davis, who made an au­ 
tomobile trip from Baton Rouge to 
New Orleans after conferring with 
John M. Parker, former governor and 
Louisiana flood 
dictator, and state 
officials. 
After a discussion of the situation 
with 
the members 
of the Citizens 
Relief committee at New Orleans Mr. 
Hoover, who is President Coolidge’* 
personal representative in the flood 
area, is to return to Baton Rouge to 
remain until the crisis is passed. 
Meantime, Secretary Davis 
is 
to 
proceed 
to St. Louis to meet 
with 
Charles 
L. Potter, chairman 
of the 
Mississippi 
river commission, 
and 
other engineers for a discussion of a 
compresepsive plan 
of future floo 
control for recommendation to con­ 
gress next December. 
When in New Orleans both Secre­ 
tary Hoover and Secretary Davis are 
to visit the artificial 
crevasse made 
week before the last at Caernavan, 15 
miles below New Orleans, to relieve

high explosives still are being used
